In a preliminary amendment filed August 3, 2000 with the present application, Applicants 
stated that prior to entry of the preliminary amendment, Claims 1-71 were pending. This was not 
correct; only Claims 1-60 were pending prior to entry of the preliminary amendment. The 
preliminary amendment purported to cancel Claims 1-34 and 61-71.
